Sio 
iMarie It was at lirst feareil I liui con- 
siderable lo.s.s of life must lia\ e t^d^en 
place, as she was know n to lnur had a 
! large number of p:\sseiigers on board 
I when she left Port Arthur, on Tuesilay 
I last. Later ailvices, however, state that, 
j all the |iasseiigers ami crew were got oil' 
t the steamer aiul Were safely ashore 
I when she sank. J'he reports up to t.h(> 
I presi'lit are but meagre, liiil us i";ii- as 
can be learned the liislory of Ibe wreck 
is aa follo.vs: .She left Port .'Vrtliiiron 
Tuesday morning bound for ()rtcn 
.Sound ami iiilermediale ports, carrv- 
ilig a fuil conipliment ot' passe niters 
and con.sideralile carL,'0. .All u ciU well 
until Suult Sie. .\Liiie was nai'hed 
when she struck heavily upon a rock 
with her bow and imtfiediaiely listed 
over on her side, a Ireinendous scene 
nf confusion followed, but the captain 
fortunately keeping co(d, succeeiled in 
restorinj; order. The passengers and 
the lighter portion of ilieir li,aoL;Hge 
were |iut on .shore in the boats, and 
f he ere w coiiiuienced moving llieilet;k 
load with a view to lighten her bow. 
.'V large paction of the deck load h.ail 
been removed aft, when sudflenly the 
steamer slitl ofl' the rook and commenc 
ed to fill with remarkable lapidily, the 
water pouring in at a huge bide under 
her bows. T!iC crew had scarcely tiiiu' 
to get into the boats before she roni- 
nienced to 8Pttle,'and she tiiuilly sank 
ill one hundrpil and twenty feet of 
water. 

■^I'he full extent of the loss is not 
yet known, but Mr. Beally, one of tlo^ 
proprietors of the line, who has been 
ill Winnipeg for some days, will at 
once proceeil lo Port Arthur, anil from 
t hence to Sault, to see what cnn be 
done toward saving the vessel aiul cur 
go. It is feared, however, she musi In' 
come a total loss together witli her car- 
go, osving to till! depth of the water 
ill which sill.' lies, and if that is the 
case the insurance coiii[ianips will b- 
heavily talced.

While all are railing against the source 
of the water supply atid asaertinp; that 
the water of Elk lake deteriorates in 
quality in its passage through Beaver 
lake, has it over occurred to any one that 
the quality of the water might be much 
improved if the pipes wore cleansed I It 
ig a fact that during the first few years 
after Elk lake had been suloctod as the 
point of supply there were occasions 
when the water lay dead in the pipes fur 
leveral days at n time. It is not unlikely, 
therefore, that* foreign matter has ob- 
tained a lodgment in the mains, and that 
the impurities complained of are at- 
tributable to that and no other cauao. If 
this idea should prove to bo correct, it 
will be readily understood that no 
•mount of filtering at the dam will im- 
prove the quality of the water. An ox- 
porimont of this description took place at 
Leipzig, last year, the pipes conveying 
the water from the pumping station to 
the town reservoir being operated on 
The main is about 15^ inches in diameter 
fend 2 miles 1,444 yards long; and the in- 
crustation was from one-half to one inch 
thick, and in some places still thicker. 
The operations lasted more than nine 
weeks; and during that period, at inter- 
vals, the pipe was filled with diluted hy- 
drochloric acid eight times, with aoil.i 
solution three times, and with a solution 
of chloride of lime once (being washed 
out thoroughly with waler, between the 
successive applications.) It is stated thai 
the incrustation was entirely romovud; 
the practical efl'ect of the cleaning being 
indicated by pressure gauge — a decrease 
of 1.8 to 2 atmospheres pressure at the 
pumps. 

THE CITY HEALTE. 

Ill a paragraph that appeared in this 
paper referring to the city health, the re- 
porter attributes the nufavorublo condi- 
tions to the "wanton caroleasneas of the 
city government." This is a palpable 
error into which none but a recent ar- 
rival in the city could have fallen. One 
of the first acts of the city govoriimunt 
was to introduce and piiss a bylaw for a 
better water supply to enable them to 
carry the fluid to all parts of the city and 
flush the streets and gutters daily. This 
bylaw was negatived by the ratopayora, 
who are themselves wholly and aulely re- 
sponsible for the preaunt condition of tlio 
town.

Funeral Obsequies iicid in Christ 
Cliiircli ill Ittciiioriuiu of 
Oeiipral Grant. 



The funeral coromouies held at Christ 
church yostjsrday in honor of General 
Grant, the dead hereof America, were 
largely attended, and a bond of sympa- 
thy seemed to ui.ito all in the profound 
belief that a groat loss had been sustained 
by a nation, and a great friend to. all had 
been called to eternity. All the Ameri- 
can population of the city was present, 
and many notable strangers, among thoin 
Solicitor-General Goode, U, S. Marshal 
Dubois of Idaho, Rfr. Sweet of Montana, 
Postothco Inspectors Doolittlo, Murphy 
and Brown, and others whoso nainus were 
not to bo obtained. 

The homo govormnent was fully repre- 
sented, and some of our leading citizens 
were present to pay tribute to tlit) mem- 
ory of a man who had won their esteem 
by his bravery on the field of battle, his 
wisdom ua the ruler of a great nation, and 
hia patience and heroism in private life 
during the long months of his illness. 
There were preaont Lieutunant-Ooveriior 
Cornwall, U. S. Consul Stevens, Premier 
Sinitho, mombors of the judiciary, Pro- 
vincial Secretary Robaon, Attorney (ion - 
eral Davie, I'rovinciiil Supl. of Police 
Roycroft, Mayor Ritliul, Mr. R. Duns 
miiir, Private Secretary Tatlow, Polii'o 
Magiatnite Joiiiison, and many others. A 
feature of the audience was the large 
number of ladies present who were deeply 
interested in the ceremonies, and more 
than one shod a tear for the departed. 

The church was appropriately decorated 
with black and white featooiia of crepe, 
and auaponded from the arch over tlie 
chancel was a large portrait of General 
Grant, while over the lectern a liaud- 
soniB piece of enibioidory waa luiiig upon 
which ivaa worked in silk the AuiLMi<'an 
oaglc! and tho inoito of tlio country, "A' 
I'litribiis Unnin 

The decoraticjna were arranged by Mr. 
Charloa Hay ward, who deserves great 
credit for the taste displayed. 

At four o'clock Lord Bishop Hills en- 
tered from the vestry room, followed by 
Bishop Paddock, Archdeacon Scrivoii, 
Revs. Beanlands and Malaclii, during 
whicli the funeral march waa played. 
Miaa Carrie Stevens then aung a 30()rano 
solo, "I Ivnow that My Redeemer Liv- 
eth." The pathos and beautiful rendi- 
tion of this touching appeal affected the 
audience (juite perceptibly. Miaa Stevens 
has a grand voice, rich and resonant in 
every note, ller enunciation is clear and 
distinct, and ^lltogothor it \a .n plua.surH to 
find so much vocal talent in our midst. 

Bishop Paddock read Uie tlOth Psalm, 
which was chanted by theaudiencB* 

Lord Bishop Hills then read from the 
loth chapter of Coriiithl:»na, being follow- 
ed 'by the choir, led by Prof. Pfordiier 
and composed of niembera from -the vari- 
ous choirs in the city, singing the '257tli 
hymn . 

Bishop Paddock then stepped forward 
and delivered the following extemporane- 
ous addreaa: 

Sublime, touching, instructive is tho 
spectacle rising to our view. A funeral 
procession has begun to move from the 
house of death to the field of burial. As 
tho lifeless body is borne on its way by 
sorrowing relaliveaand honored repri'seii- 
tatives (jf the nation, tho eyea of millions, 
from the allutiau ialea on the west U> tho 
uaatern capes on the Atlantic coast, frutii 
the river St. L«wronce on the north to 
the Gulf of Mexico on the i^outh are 
moistened with grief; from thouaanda of 
temples ascend the supplicating cry to 
the Ruler of nations, tho God of tho 
widows, the Father of the fatherlt'ss. .Aye, 
more. Beyond the liniila of Ihe L'uited 
States ia heard the word of synipatliy,tlie 
sigh of the sorrowing. Eapeoi.iliy in 
those laiida whore tiie Angln-.Saxon race 
prodouiiiiales — throughout Britain'a oui- 
piro, "on which iho sun iiovor sots," in 
the cathedral in tho remote province, as 
in the abbey in tiiu lie.irt of L jiidon, men 
will this week bow in syinpathiiiing prayer 
with those mourning the loss of an illus 
triuus citizen, a great national leader, it 
is well. "God hath made of one bloud 
all nationa of men." It ia well. Eapeoially 
meet and pleasing is it that thoae having 
a common ancestry, a common language, 
a common faitli, should be linkad in 
closest fellovvahip, so that, "if one mem 
ber suffer, all the members suH'er with 
it." Shall I not be allowed to drop a 
tear for the untimely death, in tho dis- 
tant Soudan, of England's great general, 
the chivalrous, aelf-sacrifioing, devout 
GordonI It testifiea to the power of our 
common humanity, the influence of our 
common chrialiaiiity, it helpa to link ua 
in closer bonds, (Got! grant they may be 
bonds that shall never be brokoii) that in 
the utinoat bounda of the earth, througii 
the isles of tho sea, tho Anglo-Saxon race 
are mingling their sympattiy and sorrow 
for the illustrious hero, the patriotic pre- 
aident, the citi/.en of the United States 
of America. A I a critical period in the early 
liiatory of the nation, in the first continen- 
tal coiigreaa, the diatinguiahud Benjamin 
Franklin expreased hiinaulf after this man- 
ner:"Sir,] liavu lived long, and tlielongerl 
have lived the more I have become con- 
vinced that (iod wills in the affairs of na- 
tions, and I firmly believe that without 
His aid ami blessing all our toils will 
come to naught. 1 therefore move that 
prayer be offered in this house each day 
to the God of nations," Not only in the 
hall of legislation did our fathera send up 
the au[)plicatiiig cry, but in tho places of 
wor.^i^ll) in every city, every lianilet, 1 
might altnoat aay in ovety home. Waa it 
not in answer to their prayers of dopond- 
enco and faith that tho man was rained up 
by the times, incorruptible, wise, brave, 
devout, who led his people through the 
seven yiara' struggle, and then adorned 
the highi st office of tho nation, and then 
illustrated all tho virtues of private life, 
gained tho title of "Father of his coun- 
tryl" llow dillorent wi.nld liiivo boon thi! 
nation'B history if instead of a Washing- 
ton had lived, fought and ruled a Napole- 
on Bonaparte! ftlany of us remember 
how, at a crisis in the later history of the 
nation, when under the workings of divis- 
ion, passion, revolution, there ivua danger 
of national wreck and destruction, the call 
went forth onoB and again unto the people 
to bow themselves in penitence and sup- 
plication before the God of nations. Al- 
though aoino heeded not, and some, alas, 
blaapliemud, yet if ton righteous men 
would have saved Sodom, may we not be-

The hero of 'a hundred battle fields 
yielded to tho conqueror, not amid tho 
din of martial conflict, but in tho rural 
hamlet, in the quiet chamber.

That multitudes, who 
had boon estrayed, were drawn to him, 
and through him to one another, and, 
now that ho ia gone, tho eulogy pro- 
nounced over "tho Father of his country" 
may bo repeated, as of hia few, since 
that early day, "First in war, first in 
peace, tir.ft in tlio hoarta of hia country- 
men." "Will I give to eat of the tree of 
life, which is in the midst of the Para- 
diae of God." "To him that overcometh 
will I grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and am sot down 
with my Father in Hia throne." 

At tlie conclusion of Biahop Paddock's 
remarka throe veraaa of the 401at hymn 
were sung, after which the bishop offered 
prayer, and while the clergy passed out 
of the church the choir sung the "List 
Greeting," by Shubert. Tho music was 
excolleiit, and rendered by a chiur of tine 
voicoj. Tho harmony waa especially 
noticeable in "I heard the voice of 
Jesus," "Now the Laborers' Task in 
O'er." 

So tho laat sad rites wore tendered to 
tho departed hero, loved by all bis coun- 
trymen, and illustrious throUKhout the 
world. 

INTRODUCING A NEW INDUSTRY. 



A Scientist's Invention for Kztraotlny 
Aluminium ttom Clay. 
I New York Times.) 

Important facts hearing on the extrac 
tiou of aluminium from kaolin (clay) on a 
commercial basis have been doveloped in 
Cleveland, Ohio, within tho past few 
weeks. Aluminium has long been known 
ua the metiilic basis of clay but in its na- 
ture it is so ethereal that heretofore its 
elimiualiou has been attended with great 
diUicully and much expense. AVithiu the 
past few years, however, French and 
English inventors have obtained results 
more or less important, so that tho pres- 
ent importing price of aluminium in this 
country, duty free, is- i{;l4.2.j a pound. In 
Englaud a man named Webster estab 
lislied very large works for the mauu- 
faciure of articles from tho now metal, 
but the cost of tho production has as yet 
limited Its use merely to table*waro and 
small utensils for household use. The 
problem now Is to devise a method of ex- 
traction which shall reduce tho cost to 
from $2 to $3 ppr pound, at which figure 
it can bo used for a great variety of man- 
ufactures, such as gun barrels, propeller 
blades, wire, and possibly bridge and 
railroad works. 

As aluminium is four times lighter than 
silver and throe times lighter than iron, is 
non-oxidi7.ab!e, -of great tenacity and 
Etrength, ductile, and of superior electric 
conductivity, and is, moreover, very 
widely dilfused throughout the country- 
appearing in all ordinary clay banks, but 
more particularly in the inmiunse deposits 
of kaolin in Connecticut, New York, 
N'lrginia, and Georgia, and in a veritable 
mountain of sulphate of alumina in New 
Jdoxico— tho imiioitanco of the present 
Kcarch for a cheap molhod of production 
is apparent. Aluminium will bear several 
tons more strain 'than gun metal, ami 
much more than Bessemer stceL It also 
j)os8e8ses sonorous qualities superior to 
those of any other metal, and alloys beau- 
tifully wilh almost any known metal. 
When the secret of its cheap production 
is generally known a revolution la tlie 
metal world will be the certain result 

A Philadelphia chemist named Frios- 
muth about a year ago announced the 
discovery of a very cheap method, but it 
has remained for Cleveland parties to 
bring the much-desired entl nearer practi- 
cal uccomi)llshment than over before Mr. 
F, .1. Seymour, a well known practical 
metallurgiat, late of Bridgeport, Conn., 
has, as Ihe result of years of study, suc- 
ceeded in producing aluminium at a low 
figure of cost, and by the aid of a novel 
furnace, just designed, asserts that he can 
extract the metal on a commercial basil 
and in large quanlilics. iS'ol to go into 
all the technical details, which are ex- 
tremely Interesting to metallurgists, it is 
Butlicieut to say that Mr. Seymour has dis- 
covered that the close allinity existing be- 
tween zinc and aluminium can be utilized 
in vaporizing, "capturing, " and deposit- 
ing the latter, the separation being ef- 
fected by the application of heat through 
a furnace, or rather a series of furnaces, 
of peculiar construction. 

Capitalists have already manifested an 
interest in thib new process, and the pros- 
pects iiru iliat operations on an extensive 
ticale will soon follow. Indepcndont In- 
vuatlgntions in the same line in this city 
have re9ult«d*dn the recent incorporation 
of a company with ample capital for the 
extraction of aluminium by means of 
electricity. Thus far tho secret of tho 
process has been strictly |;uarded, and 
nothing cau therefore be givoa as to its 
details.

Kentucky used to be classified aa a 
southern state. A classification under tho 
head of "tho Mississippi States, " said to 
bo adopted in some modern school 
geographies, is not generally accepted. It 
)s a curious arrangement at this late day 
which classes Now York, Pennsylvania, 
and Mew .lersey, among the "Aliddle 
States, " and Ohio. Indiana, and Illinois 
as "the West." Thp grouping propcsed 
by the census oftice is into North Atlantic, 
South Atlantic, Northern, Cen <1, South 
ern Central, and Western States. Under 
this system Kentucky is among the South- 
ern ( eutral Stales. By this arrangement 
tho Western States begin at about lO t do- 
greci; of west longitude. Colorado being 
the easternmost of the Western States. 
The line of the Allegheny or Apalachian 
mountains is tho general divide between 
tho South Atlantic and tho Southern Cen- 
tral States. The southern boundary of 
Pennsylvania divides the North Atlantic, 
from tho South .Vtlantic States, and its 
western boundary is tho lino between 
North Ath'utic and Southern Central.

Ladies went into hysterics. Souui who 
had more presence of mind were true to 
tho lust to their inotli m- in.stiiicts, and 
holding up their children implored men 
to save them. Many men jumpod^^ clear 
of the ' Enterprise aud swtim ' to the 
RithHt; sevirral who could not swim or 
were afraid to try it juiupiul in and seized 
tloating bales of hay To aild to the eon- 
fuaion several cattle were obsened swim 
ining around; one of whom jumped into 
the ladies' cabin of the Enterprise. In 
the hurry to save human lives the cattle 
were left tn lool; after themselves It 
was feared by some lliat the Uithet would 
have been drawn down in the vortex 
caused by the collapse of the Eiilerpriae, 
but happily no further accidents took 
place. About this time the steamer 
Woatern Slope passed along on her way 
to Port Moody, and picked up a few men 
who were uwiinmiug and lloating about on 
the debris; and some of the Kutorprise'a 
passengers, who were already on the 
Hilbot trmsfurred themselves to the 
Western Slope, presumably having more 
faith in th<tt boat. The Slope fastened 
hawsers to' the Enterprise with tho inten- 
tion of beaching her; but it wa.i the 
opinion of a captain who passed aloiit; on 
another boat al tho time that the wieek 
could not be beached and would sink in 
deep water. It was dilliciilt to oi>t any 
authentic information from the crew; but 
it was rumored by several uf tho piisaen- 
gers that at tho time of the collisiou'the 
captains of both vessels v/ero ofl' deck 
dining.

Hhe was then some 400 yardii 
diatant to the northeast of, ToiirMilo 
point. The remark was made, "she (re- 
ferring to tho Enterprise) looks as if she 
was going to run across our bows. " 'I'he 
Enterprise continued on her course. The 
Rithet blew a whistle and put her helm 
aport. Tho Enterprise replied with a 
whiatle and changed her course when too 
lato, and tho two boats came into collisimi, 
the Rithet striking tho Enterprise on tho 
forward quarter of tho port, aide. The 
boata remained locked together. Tho 
shock was scarcely felt on eitlicr vessel, 
but the debris^began to lly from the side 
of the EiiterpHsa through a witie and cruel 
gap in her side, and she immediately began 
to go down by the head. It was nt first 
thought that the Rithot was in dang(^r by 
being sucked down by tho Entm prise, 
and there was indescribable cnnfusioii and 
alarm on both vessels. On board tho 
Enterprise there xvas the greatest alarm. 
Women screamed and fainted, and held 
out their hatida for auccnr. .Vfen Hlioi.t..r1., 
seized life-presurvors and luslied frantic- 
ally about the duck.

clung to bales of hay and floating debris, 
and were afterwartia picked up by boats 
from the Enterprise {which by this time 
had been lowered).- It was found impos- 
sible to lower any of tho Rithet's boat.s.

The court decided that the money 
should remain in charge of the registrar 
of the oourt. 

Hon. John Goode, Solicitor-Goncriil 
for thu United Stales, trave a summary of 
the postal law of the United States. The 
law provides that any person issuing un- 
lawfully a money order, or illegally sign- 
ing or endorsing such order, or utteriiu 
it knowing it to have been illegally sign- 
ed, shall be punished by a fiuo of not 
more than i?5000 or by imprisonment at 
hard labor fur not leaa timn two, uor 
more than five years. There was no 
statutory definition in United States law 
for the term forgery, but they accept tho 
common law definition, which waa oon- 
sidered to bo the alluralioii of a written 
documout tu the prejudice of any uther 
with intent lo defraud. Iu the witness' 
opinion the evidoncu as disclosed con- 
stituted a oaao of forgery in tho United 
States. 

Mr. J. J. Murphy recalled identified 
tho prisoner aa tho person mentioned in 
the warrant for arri^st. 

The court then adjourned to 11 o'clock 
to-day .
